Latenser .included all of the 
committee’s sugmestions in these 
first plans. In the basement, are 
nine bowling alleys, ping pong 
room, bookstore storage roqm and 
receiving room. On the first-floor 
are the Student. Publications, 
reading room, kitchen, snack bar, 
dining room, and office. The check 
room, alumni and faculty rooms, 
and six meeting rooms are on. the 


first floor, . 

The second floor plan includes 
a student lounge which can be 
converted into a ballroom, There 
will be a TV room, office and 


storage space. | . 


The plans call for two dormitory ¢ 
wings, ‘one on each side of the 
building. There will be 42 bed--

~ With 3,000 years of historical 
background provided by the first 
‘semester in dealing with the six 
views of fife, the problem of en-. 
joying the finer things of life to- 
day is made more interesting. Be- 
cause of the wide scope of subject 
matter covered, no text book is 
used. However, library reading 
is assigned. : 

. General Coverage —~ : 

No attempt is made at detailed 
study of every phase, but rather 
each subject. is presented. as a 
whole, and is scanned for its prin- 
ciples, and its influence today. 
Typical of second semester sub- 
jects of the cBurse is architectural 
stvle, the modern novel and the 
ballet. , 

Among the unique features of 
the class is thé method of teach- 
ing from existing example, rather 
than book descriptions. To illus- 
trate, architecture is taught -by. 
having the grouv observe Omaha 
buildings devicting architectural 
style. Dr. Paynes’ handbook on 
architectural stvle, containing lines’ 
drawings of stvle, photos of Oma- 
ha buildings of that style, and ad- 
dresses of those buildings is the 
first of its kind.

There was a story concerning’ a 
proposed Student Union fee in a 
recent issue of the Gateway. This 
fee was suggested to be $5 per 
student per semester or about $10 
rom each student for two se- 
mesters of school. You asked for 
-opinion. Here is ours, . 

It is our desire to see what we 
. are paying for before we pay; that 

is, we want to see the plans, the 
site, and the proposed contract for 
the proposed Student Union be- 
fore we pay our money. Don’t 
get us wrong. We are not against 
a’student union‘or a student union 
fee to pay for it; we just want to 
see ‘the Student Union plans be- 
fore: the fee plan is accepted. 
- It is our opinion also that a 
separate fund should be set up for 
the money if this fee is ever as- 
sessed. We checked with Mr.-Hoff 
and found that there is a student 
union fund all ready and it has 
accumulated over 66 thousand 
dollars already. This money has 
come from profits from the book- 
store. Mr. Hoff assured us that if 
any fee plan was put into effect, 
all of the money would go into 
this fund. Once money is put into 
this fund it can not be spent for 
anything else without the consent 
of the Board of Regents. This 
fund is audited twice yearly along 
pat the rest of the University’s 
unds, 


the matter of a yearly auvdit on 
the student union fund, All this 
means that the fee money, if.col- 
lected, would go into a closed fund 
and wouuld be spent ‘only for a 
student union. The audits will al- 
low the students and the citizens 
of Omaha to know how much 
money has been collected and how 
much more is needed before a 
real Union can be ours.
